Promoter Harvey Seeks Cover. 

The day was marked by the great desire 
to break for cover on the part of all persons 
connected, even remotely, with the telephone 
scheme. Most conspicuous was the depart- 
ure of Promoter Hayward A. Harvey. Itis 
not known just when the terror of the pop- 
ular indignation struck into the heart of 


the United company, said Mr. Harvey had 
departed for New York. On the other hand, 
employés of the telephone concern at its 
hehdquarters, 4610 Cottage Grove avenue, de- 
clared that Mr. Harvey had not left town, 
but had merely left the Auditorium for an- 
other hotel. 

“I saw him this afternoon,” said one em- 
ployé, but he does not wish his address 
known and I cannot give it.“ 

Following Mayor Harrison’s scorching de- 


nunciation of the franchise scheme, and his 


threat to revoke even what privileges have 
already been granted to the United company, 
city officials expressed the unanimous opin- 
jon that the project is dead for the second 
time in the history of Mr. Harvey's connec- 
tion with it. 


One Grant Rushed Through. 


It transpired during the day that the Unit- 
ed Telephone company has already obtained 
one piece of legislation from the -council.

ohn Cash Riddled with Bullets While 
Trying to Break Up Church

Columbus, Ga., June 29.—[Special.]—John 
Cash, a white man, who entered a negro 
church in Harris county last night and tried 
to stampede the congregation, was shot to 
death by the negroes. i 

Cash is a planter, and the negroes have 
a church near his home. A revival has been 
in progress at the church, and last night 
there was a great congregation and much 
shouting: The noise disturbed Cash, and he 
decided to break up the meeting. He en- 
tered the church in a threatening manner 
and ordered the negroes to get out. : 

„He's profaning God's house. Kill him!“ 
shouted the religion frenzied negroes. 


“ Be merciful,’’ cried the preacher, but the 
negroes were overwrought, and began firing 
at Cash, who stood near the pulpit. Prob-“ 


ably 500 shots were fired, many of them 
striking Cash, who fell in a pool of blood 
at the altar. 4

Detroit, Mich., June 29.—[Special.]—That 
President Roosevelt's words of consolation to 
the Jews have gone rumbling around the 
world is the declaration made by Rabbi 
Joseph Silverman of New York in an address 
before the central conference of rabbis, which 
began tonight. ‘ 

The speaker maintained that in view of 
the president's action it was wise to cease 
further agitation for public meetings of pro- 
test, and urged the adoption of resolutions 
thanking the president and inf the 
public that the exigencies of the situation at 
Kisheneff have been met, so far as possible. 

Such resolutions will be presented and con 


sidered Wednesday morning. | 


“a8 Speaks with Saddened Heart. 

I pass with a saddened heart.“ Rabbi 
Silverman began; “to a consideration of 
events incident to the terrible massacre of 
our brethren at Kisheneff. It would be far 
from my purpose to discuss the details of 
that horrible crime that has shocked the 
sensibilities of the world. : 

“ We cannot, however, mistake the gen- 
uineness of utterances that have been ex- 
pressed from pulpits and platforms or in 
public print with regard to the injustice of 
anti-semitism and the barbarity of this lat- 
est phase of modern persecutions. Public 
meetings of protest and indignation have 


been held in almost every city of America 


and in the great centers of Europe. 
Money has been generously contributed 
for the relief of those families that. have 
been most sorely stricken by these recent 
calamities. Of all those meetings none was 
more effective than that arranged between 
the executive committee of the B’nal B'rith 
on the one hand and President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Hay on the other. wee 
Praise for President Roosevelt. 
„Leo N. Levi, the president of the execu- 
tive committee of the B’nai B'rith, officially 
presented to the president of the United 
States two points for his consideration. One 
was the sending of a petition to the czar 
asking for the protection of the person, prop- 
erty, liberty, honor, and life of every subject 
or citizen, without regard. to his religious 
beliefs or practices; and the other was the 
calling of an international conference to con- 
sider the problem of counteracting persecu- 
tion and oppression that grow out of social 


and religious prejudices. 


“This address has reverberated 
the globe, and has no doubt shown the Rus- 
sian as well as the other European govern- 
ments that America will not be silent when 
injustice and barbarity are practiced in any 
part of the world. :

“In view of this action of our govern- 
ment it seems wise that all further agita- 
tion for public meetings of protest should 
cease, and I therefore suggest that we 
adopt a minute to the following effect:

WEERON SPIKES SUSPECTED OF 
KILLING MAUDE BILLINGS. - 


Couple and Police Believe That vie- 
tim May Have Been Thrown Down 


Found Unconscious, While Part of

Guspected of the death of Maude Billings, 
who was found dead in a hallway at 2128 
State street Sunday evening, Weeron Spikes 
was held to the grand jury yesterday by 
the coroner's jury.

ALTON STRIKE GOES ON. 


Enmity for Driscoll Overcomes 
Any Desire for Making 
a Settlement. . 


“Larry” J. Curran was the star per- 
former yesterday afternoon in a freight 
hendiers’ session that may prove costly to 
participants. He deposed from control all 
who have dared oppose his course, and then 
sent out a manifesto that the Alton strike 
must continue.“ 


He announced that he would “ like to find | 


the cur that issued the blacklist circular 
against the families of the men who re- 
fused to join in the strike.“ If he succeed» 
he threatens to “ read the man out of the 
union.” 

The day was one long round of pleasure to 
Curran. He started it by arousing distrust 
in the men who were attempting to save the 
freight handlers from defeat at the hands of 
the Alton road. When he had succeeded in 
doing this he declared peace negotiations 


off. 


J won hands down,” remarked Curran 
“TI beat the men 
who have been trying to sell out my union, 
and now the o of the Chicago and 
Alton will have to come tome. I am it.” 

Curran was happy. His followers crowd- 
ed into his office to offer their congratula- 
tions. The men who have been fighting 
him—anxious to get a leader who is not con- 
stantly imperiling their organization—hur- 
ried to tell him that he is “ all right and is 
bound to beat the Alton.” 

Attacks Terms of Settlement. 

It was early in the morning when Curran 
began to undo all the peace work that had 
been accomplished by Secretary John C. 
Driscoll of the Associated Teaming Interests 
and the committee of three appointed by the 
district council of the freight handlers. To 
succeed he had to find fault with the terms 
of settlement. These were as follows: 

That the railroads waive the probation 
periqd which precedes the granting of full 
wages to an employé in the freight sheds. 

That the men do not demand the reinstate- 
ment of S. Spense and J. Lavelle, the two 
union men who were disc for an 


alleged assault on a fellow employé. 


That Lavelle and Spense accept employ-. 
ment from Secretary J. C. Driscoll of ‘the 
Associated Teaming Interests in lieu of re- 
instatement. : 

“Who guarantees this settlement?” de- 
manded Curran of the committee. 

„ Driscoll?” shouted Curran. “I tell you 
he will throw you down. Go back to him and 
make him make 

This the committee consented to do, pro- 


testing that it was unnecessary. Ten of 


them went, however, and told Driscoll that 
he must make good.“ 

“T have done all I can for you,” said he. 
„I have tried to save a labor union from 
absolute defeat. That man Curran is dan- 
gerous to Chicago and dangerous to you.
